To disclose that they 
are under indictment, these sourc­ 
es said, would ham per chances of 
ever bringing them into a court.

Home of Inventor 
Robbed of $150,000 
Rare Collection 


KENOSHA, VV is. <LP» _ Police 
today are searching tor three men 
who held up the home of inventor 
Oscar Zerk Monday night and stole 
a complete collection of rare jade 
and silver valued at $150,000. 
Included in the loot were statues 
and pieces of jade and 1840 Eng­ 
lish Sheffield silver, which Zerk 
had planned to donate this spring 
to the University of Wisconsin or 
the State Historical Society. 
Offi­ 
cials said they believed the bandits 
would have difficulty in disposing 
of the loot, since many of the piec­ 
es are so rare as to arouse immedi­ 
ate suspicion, 
The 74-year old Zerk, inventor of 
fittings for automotive grease guns 
and other special fittings, lived 
alone on a large estate — “ Dun 
Movin” — about two miles west of 
Kenosha. 
Large grounds surround 
the 15 18 room house. 
In addition to the silver and jade, 
the loot included an ermine coat 
and a large picture of “ Promethe­ 
us Bound’’ which Zerk said he 
bought at the Glass Palace in Mu­ 
nich. Germany, 30 years ago.
